Intorview with Professor Felion,
Hhortly before his death he had » visit from

Professor Felton, who aflerwards published
the following account of it:

On the most beantiful day of the most beanti-
) month in the year, Smtnrday, Septembor %,
Mr, Webster drove his gueet, attended by one of
his men on horseback, over the estate. The air
was soft and balmy, and seemed o bear healing
om {18 wings, The greit statosman was physi-

ﬂ wuh ha suffered long from hls an-
eatarrh, and from another more obatinate

eomplaint, which wns slowly but surcly nnder-
s constitation onee Lgignmi-: In its
strength. But the genial breath of heaven, and

the sight of dear and famillar objects nnvisited
by him before since his return from Wuhlnftork
soothed and revived him. His eye wandore
over his extensive domain with a brightness un-
Jdimmed by age or diseass, Kach polot lus')-
gosted some memory, pleasant or moursaful,
which bhe recalled with unfalteriog precision,
and related with that rare fellcity of phrase
which marked the most familiar conversation of
Danlel Webster. The history of the former
owners of the soll, the circumstances under
whieh he became its purchaser, the improvements
%e has made upon it, the trees he had planted,
the cattle and sheep he had lmported and Intro-
duced there, were dwelt upon with a clearness
and interest which sank deep into the listencr’s
heart, Bome of the reminiscences those scenes
and objects recalled moved the illustrious narra-
tor (o tears; for he bronghtbefore him the forms
of beloved ones, associated with his eariiest resi-
dence here, and now sleeping the long sleep of
denth, on the spot which his name has conse-
erated to the deathless memory of his country-
men and the world. His volee became tremulous
and low, his hands quivered as he held the reins,
and for a moment it seemed a8 if that mighty
heart wonld break, DBut the sad vislon passed
away, and present objects and choerful thoughts
resumed their place. His flocks and herds were
driven up to the carriage, and he spokeof them
and commented on their several qualities,notonly
with the knowledge of a farmer, but with the
feeling of one to whom every creature of God 1s
dear. After having pointed out, ot some length,
the characteristics of the different breeds, he
ebecked himself with a smile, and eaid, *‘Flow
ean he got wisdom that boldeth the plough and
that glorieth in the goad that driveth exen, and
is occapled In their labors, and whose talk is of
bullocks 7"  After a few moments’ pause, he
added, *'I do not belleve that passage 18 in an
ol the canonical books; 1t does not sonnd canoni-
cal; it certainly is not canonical.” Mr. Webster
was right. The words oceur in the thirty-elghth
ehapter of Fceleslnsticus, as the writer was
amused to find on his return. From time to time,
on meeting his rural nelghbors, he would stop
1o talk over with them the subjects of agricul-
sure in which they had a common Interest; and
3t was pleasant to witness the kindly and affee-
tionate intercounrse between him whose fame
filled the world and the homely neighbors and
friends who—
YAlong the cool, sequestercd vale of life,
Had Kept the nolseless tenor of thelr way.”

To one who nnxiously inquired after his
health, he said, “I am not g for much. My
strength is nearly gone! Iam nomateh for yon,
mow, I am scarcely a match for yonr grandson
yondér.” To the question, whethor the love of
nature grew stronger In him with the progress
of time, he answered:—''Yeg, undoubtedly. The
man wuo hagt mot abandoned himself to sen-
enality feels, as years advance and old age comes

on, a greater love of mother earth, a greater
wihh:gnm. and even desire, to return to her
bosom, and mingle again with this universal
frame of things from which he sprang.,” As he
spoke these words, with siow and solemn tone,
hescemed to look upon the face of nature as
upon the face of a living being to whom he was
kound by she ties of a conscious friendship and

patlon made at Dultimore.

Mis knowledge of ’;.ulon wan axtonsive and
oxact. Ho had studled the prineipal works
thin sclenee on jomrneys jmade for reereation
through inte Jn geological regione; and
ﬁm said, ho had employed &
Jearncd geologlat to make o collectlon of speel-
mens, and Lo arrange them on shelves, 1o the
order of the successive layars in the crust of the
carth, that while be read at home be might see
with his own eves the order and arrangements
of Nature. He bhad given much attentlon to
eography, and 1ts rolation to the
istory of man, énd to the distribution of
the  vegetable and animal kingdoms
over the faee of the earth. Among the books
which had oceupled his thoughts during the lusg
year of his lite, Humboldt's “Cosmos™ held o
prominent place. He had read it through, and
carefully meditated its contents. He quoted
asrages from It with expressions of admiration
}ur thelr sclentific precision and tic bemuty;
and his genersy remarks upon the plan, sub-
stance, and desalls of the work showed that he
understood It well, and fully appreciated lis
grandeur as an ilustrious monument of a long
and splendid sclentilic career. He mentioned
with regret that he had so seldom enjoyed, for
any length of time, the soclety of literary and
scfontitic wen. 1 haye kept very com-
mny,” he exclalmed, with & merry laugh. “l
ave llved among lawyers, and “‘]‘ml s, and
urymen, and politiclans, when I should have
ived with nature, and in the company of the
siudents of nature.” With lehthyology he hnd
not only a sporting, but a sclentific nc-
qualntance. His observation of the hablts
of the fishes in our streams and along our shores
was wonderfully minute and accurate. One of
the projected occupations of the lelsure which
he seemed about to enjoy was, Lo write a book
embodylng his personal obseryations oo our
fresh and salt water fishes; aod, In the last con-
vereation the present writer had the honor of
holding with him, be commissioned him to pre-
pound cortain questions to Professor Agnssiz,
whose classien]l work on fresh-water fishes he
bad recently examined, on some of the facts and
lenumrnn of ichthyology that had fallen under
is notice, and of which he desired to oblain a
sclentific explavation. Yet he seemed to lave
an inward consciousness that his days wore
drawing to their conclusion. In speaking of
plans for the future, he invariably added, *‘if
my life Is spared;” and once, when be was urged
to dictate an autoblograpby, he roplied:—*My
friends have In their poseesgion all the facts of
my life which will be of any consequence to the
Publlf 1o know; but perhape, if God spares my
ife three or four years longer, | may do It

Last Words on Feliticnl Affairs.

Mr. Webster was much interested in poli-
tionl affairs during his last illness. Mr. Car-
tis thus relates bis lnst reference to these
mnbters: —

After T had returned to Marshfield that even-
ing, 1 learned that another letter bad been re-
ceived by Mr. Webster, from a friend in the city
of New York, begging that the first one, in re-
latlon to the support of General Scott’s nomina-
tion, might be answered. On the following
mornisg (Thursday) I was sgain with Mr. Web-
ster to recelve further instructions for the will,
I found hlm cheecrful, but very much weakened
by the progress of the disease. He inguired the
public news, and I told Lhim that the State elec-
tions in Pennsylvania and elsewhere had resulted
in great majorities for the Democratic party.
Yes," he said, ““that party will sweep the coun-
try; the Whig candidates will obtain one er two
States; and it s well: as a national party the
Whige are ended.” He then spoke of his own
condition, saying, *'1 think I shall get well, but
I may not; and therefore there are two or three
things which I wish to eay to you.” He then
asked me if T had scen the letter received
on the day before from oneof his friends in New
York, 1 replied that I hod not seen if, but that

it geemed to e that the original letter, about
which be had conversed with me previously, ad-

miited of an answer to which Its signers could

take no exception, and that, as they were per-
sons for whom he had great regard
euch an answer wonld be made. lla

Heo now paured for a short time; a drowsiness
appeared 1o comme over him, und his eyes were
closed. In a moment or two he opened them,
and looking engerly round, he asked:—*Have |
—wlife, son, doctor, friends, are you all here?—
have I, on this occaslon, sald anything unworthy
of Danlel Webster?" *‘No, no, dear sir,” was
the response from all. Tle then began the words
of the Lord's Prayer: but, after the first sentence,
feellng faint, he cried out, ennmsllf', ‘“Hold me
up, 1 do not wish to pray with & faiuting volce.”
!IPe was instantly ralsed a little by a movement
of the pillows, and then repeated the whole of
the prayer in clear and distinct tones, ending
his devotlons with these words: —

“And pow, unto God the Father, Son, and Holy
Ghost, be praise for ever and for ever! Peace on
earth, and good-will to iwen—that 18 Lthe happiness,
the casence —good-wilt towards man.”

TAKING LEAVE OF THE PAMILY.

While be had been uttering the little discourse
which has now been given, several of the colored
servants had gathered at the door ol the cham-
ber, to hear the last words of a master who had
cmancipated more than one of them from
glavery, nnd all of whom loved him with their
whole hearts, He did not see them, but he now
aeked for them: —

“Where's Monica and the rest of them?
see thelr faces. Come in here, ye faithful.”

Then addressing those who stood by the bed-
slde, he sald:—

‘“Remember all that 7 remember my three nieces—
my brother's two children, my sister's daughter,
Mrs, Emily Webster,”

At this moment, Mrs, Webstor, in a flood of
tears, threw her arms around his veck. He
soothed ber emotion with & tender lrinness,
saying, “My dear wife. when you and I were
married at the Bowllng Green, we knew that we
must one day part:" and having o some degree
calmed her agitation, he desired her togo again
to her own room, telling her that he would send
for her when it shonld be neogssary (o take final
leave. He was then assisted to lie down, and,
an oplate hay mE' been administered, he oblained
gome sleep. Dr. J. Mason Warren had now
arrived, and came to the bedslde ws soon as Mr
Webster was agam awake, Mr. Webster turned
to him, held out his hand, and answered the
questions which he asked, which were few, from

1e fear of disturbing bim. It was now about 8§
o'clock., Dr. Warren observes, in & written ac-
count of the coase:—

Judging shoply from e symptomns, I should, in
any other case, have sald that life could not have
been prolonged half ap hour, 18 great tepacity to
life, and the very griviual modes in which the vital
OrEAns gEVe way, were remarkable ; snoh as 1 do not
remember 19 have witnessed in any other case,

room, and afler @ ¢hort ipterval of rest, he soddenly
regobed out his hand and begged me to lift him ap

and t #0 ealm and simple, had been
his approach to the moment when
we muxl know that he was with us no more,
that he had lifted us into a composure, which,
but fer his great example, we could not have
folt. At twenily-three minutes before 3 o'clock
his breathing coased; the features ssttled Into s
superb repose; and Dr, Jeffries, who still held
the pules, after walting for a few seconds, gently
Jald down the arm, and, amid a breathless
sllenco, pronounced the single word “Dend.”
The eyes were ithen closed, the remains were
removed from the position in which death eame,
and all, but those who liad been a pointed 1o
walt and watch, slowly and mournfully walked
away. Thus there passed out of this world
the Erc:tt soul of Danlel Webster; devoutly
thankful for the good he had been permitted to
do, conscions Lo the last hour of life in all his
rich affections and splemdid faculties, fully
belleving that he was entering another state of
existence, and humbly trusting that his alms on
earth bad been to do the will of Him to whom
he felt that all created intelligence and all
human power are to render tup their sceount.
Dr. Johmeon Is reported to have sald, that *he
believed hardly any man dled without affecta-
tlon.” Mr. Webster is known to have sald:—
“One may live a8 a conqueror, a kin y OF @
magistrate; but he must die as a man. o bed
of death brings every human belng to his pure
Individuality; to the Intense contemplation of
that dﬂ'[;l.‘ll and most solemn of all relatlons,
the relation botween the creature and his crea-
tor. Here It ig that fame and rénown cannot
aselet ue; that all external things must fall to
aid n2; and oven Iriends’ affection and human
love and devoledness cannot aid us.” Inm the
death of Mr. Webstor, it may be justly sald that
his own pure Individuality was as dlstinet and
complete us it was In any passage or moment

of his life. He was no actor at any time,
He bad as llttle vanlty as was ever
scen in the patnre of a great man. His

groatness was without pomp, his elevation was
without any tendency to display. As he had
lived, so he died; leaving behind him just soch
teetimony to the religions truths which he
accepted ns he had always borne through life to
all other truth on which he felt it Lo be a daty
to wmaske known Lis oplnions; leaving it in the
most simple form, to be permancatly recorded
for those who miﬁbt come to stand at his grave.
Few distingulshed men have ever died of whose
lnst days and hours we have a ¢ircumstantial ac-
count, who died with mentul faculties so en-
tirely untouched by decay or change of any
kind. It seemed plain 16 those who saw and
heard Mr. Webster, that death could have no
power over that essence, whatever it may be,
that constitntes the soul of man. We seemad to
see it proved before us, that death is but the
dissolution of the tie that has bound the immor-
1al apirit to the perishable flesh.
